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In our anxiety to provide education for, 
our children this is just what we have 
been itrying to do, In our enthusiasm ; 
subject after subject has heen added to, 
the curriculum until now we haye so, 
many that it is impossible for them all! 
to receive proper attention and study 
duritig the few years; which at most, 
cai be devoted to schooling. We are 
in a word, trying to pour the quart of 
idealism into the pint measure of prac 
ticability. 

What do we expect our sthools to da 
for our children? Surely none of us 
entertain the idea that it is possible for 
*jeven the brightest child ito obtain a 
complete education by the time he or 
she’ has reached the age for leaving 
‘school. If so, why do.we have high 
schools, normals, universities, business 
schools and the long courses of. studies 
for the profession? The right ideal of 
the public school is to prepare the 
child for its education by giving a 
sound foundation of the fundamentals 
of education, 
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systematized to death, The grammar 
and not forgetting arithmetic 
ree “Rs” as they have been called— 
do not now receive the full measure. 0° 
attention they deserve.. These subjects 
form the qualifications which every 
‘séeker after education must possess; 
‘without them he is utterly hopeless. 

It is the constant complaint of nor- 
‘mal school instructors that their pupils 
handicaped by their inability to 
read clearly and intelligently, that they 
are weak on their spelling, and not up 
to the standard generally in their ele- 
mentary work, Business men, too, com 
plain of poor spelling, writing and com 
position on ‘the part of those who have 
just left school to enter their employ 
If the public school fails to get the 
best results in these necessary subjects 
it has failed to perform the very func- 
ion for which it was instituted and for 
which we, year by. year, are contribut- 
ing our full share of heavy taxation. 

We are not criticizing our teachers 
nor our school ‘trustees in this matter: 
The fault is no more theirs than our 
own, or yours, The Department of Ed- 
ucation has been the rulfhg body in 
this matter; and it has accepted sug: 
gestion after suggestion and adopted 
many of them after a demand has been
